open Senator Boyce of Saivta Barbara 
who has been ill ijnce his arrival here, 
made his first public address before 
the Senate and it once sprang into 
prominence as on •• of the orators of the 
upper chamber.

which, though In behalf of his own city 
of LOB Aagelet, equally. tf[eat» Oak- 


land, where it will be of more import- 
ance than in the south. By its terms 
the West Oakland marsh can be drain- 
ed and any property such as the much- 
oondemned Tompkms bchool lot, be put 
in proper condition. In view of its 
gT^at importance to Oakland, its pro- 
visions are given in full. They ara aa 
follows: 


"An act to provide for the filling: up 


or draining of lots uixm which there is 
stagnant water or offensive substances 
and providing for collection of costs of 
the same. 


"Section 1—AH municipal corpora- 


tions shall ha\e power to cause ary lot 
of land -within their limits, or which 
water at any tiire becomes stagnant, 
to be filled up or drained, and to cause 
all putrid or offensive substances to be 
removed from any lot, and the Council, 
Trustees or Supervisors may direct, t>y 
ordlance or resolution, the owner to 
fill up or drain such lot or remove such 
putrid or offensive substance. 


"Sertaon 2—Notice of such resolution 


shall be a copy of suc>h ordinance or 
resolution, attested by "the City Clerk, 
and ?hall be served personally 
upon 


the owner, If he can be found in said 
city or town, but if tht land is unoccu- 
pied, and the owner lt> unknown or can- 
not be found within said city or town, 
the notice to such owner may be serv- 
ed by posting a copy ^hereof upon the 
premises, and by publication of the 
same for t\vo weeks in some daily or 
weekly newspaper of gen-eral circula- 
tion, to be designated by the Council, 
in case tihere be such published in gaid 
Oty or town. It shall be the fluty of 
such owner to comply with the direc- 
tions of the ordinance or resolution 
within the time therein specified. 


Section 3—In case cxf failure or refu- 


sal of the owner to comply with the 
ordinance or resolution, the •work re- 
quired thereby shall be let to the lowest 
bidder, after five days publication or 
posting, for proposals for the same, and 
suoh expense stiaJl, from the time of, 
the adoption of the ordinance or reso- 
lution, be alien on such lot prior to all 
other lleuB except Sta>te, county and 
munJcipa.! taxes. The costs at the same 
shall be paid from the municipal treas- 
ury, and the amount ot money so ex- 
pended, together -with interest at the 
rale of 7 per cent per annum, and also 
attorney's fees of $25 to? collection 
thei'eof, may be recovered by the mu- 
nicipal corporation in an action Which 
may be brought before a justice of the 
peace, to the case the whole amount 
asked lor amounts to less than $300; 
wfhlch action must be brought within 
•Khree years after the date of the pass- 
age of the ordinance or resolution^ 


"Section 4—The City Clerk, or clerk 


of the governing body of suoh city or 
town, shall k«ep, ta a separate book for 
that purpose, a complete 2-ecord of all 
proceedings taken under the provisions 
of this act. 


Section 6—It -shall be tbe duty of the 


officers connected with tha Health De- 
partment of every such municipal cor- 
poration t6 call the attention of the 
Council to all lots upon v.hich there is 
foul or stagnant water, or putrid or of- 
tenaiv* substances." 


THE TORRENS BILL BEATEN. 
Sena/tor Bulla got a bad set-back this 


afternoon, lor the Terrene Land Bill 
was defeated in the Senate by a vote 
of 20 to 17. This is the measure on 
whlcli Senator Bulla and Bdson Adams 
of Oakland laibored eo tank and faith- 
fully and which it 
was announced 


would revolutionize the system of han- 
dling titles by prescribing a simple and 
comprehensive method. The act orig- 
inated in Australia, where the titles 
were almost as complicated as in Cali- 
fornia, and has been a gigantic success 
te the land of the> Southern cross. 


The aearchers of records and all those 


fnstituitlons thart live on the network 
of titles in this State have been fight- 
lag the bill hard ever since It made itfl 
appearance, for its passage means 
practically driving them out of their 
business. 
They are therefore much 


elated over the defeat of the bill today, 
though Senator Bulla saya "he laughs 
best who laughs last," and as he has 
moved to reconsider and also has a 
chance with a bill that may come over 
from the Assembly, he thinks he may 
triumph yet.

create the impression that in volcano? 3 ' 
this country i« below the average. Bvt 
to dispel this notion it Is only neces- 
sary to make a trip through the North- 
west. In Washington, Oregon, Cali- 
fornia, Nevada and Idaho is the larp.- 
est volcanic district in the world. Tr« 
Xiassen peuk volcanic ridges, the nio.t 
general feature of the district, resulted 
chiefly from superficial accumulations 
of material thrown out from wtthln 
the earth and piled up la moun'-i'n 
masses about the point ot exit. 1-icm 
the summit of Lassen peak, looking 
northeast, a dark and desolate laia 
fteld and eraJter are pointed out as the 
"Cindsr Cone." This may ba comfov - 
ably reached on horseback, but a camp- 
ing outfit i« necessary, as there is n« 
settlement near the place.. 
Approaching the region the traveler 
first encounters a sprinkling of the fine 
volcanic sand and small bits of da.ik 
brown pumice spread on the grounl. 
This increases as he goes, unitll the Band 
gives character to the whole landscape, 
imparting; a dull dark hue to the soft 
earth, and rendering travel 
difficult. 
When first seen on nearer view, Cind ir 
Cons gives the impression of newnet*. 
On* looks in vain for steam rising from 
th« crater, and feels disappointed u* 
seeing none. 
Charred trunks of trees attest tiie 
great heait of the place in recent turn a, 
but one can not flnd on the living tre >s 
a trace of volcanic sand that miglit 
have lodged In knot holes as It fell. The 
dull, sombre aspect of the Elopes Is 
grewtly relieved on the southeast side 
by the carmine and orange color, d 
LapilH, EO that from a distance it h is 
the pleasing hues of a sunset. 
Th« strangeness of che scene is great- 
ly enhanced by the almost complete 
absence of vegetation. Only two em, U 
bushes ollng upon the outer slopes to 
give life to <the barren cone. No white 
man or Indian now living Is known to 
have been an eye witness to the eru >- 
tion, and it must be remembered th it 
sucli an eruption would not leave the 
people of that region in doubt as to 
what was happening. 
A number of persons now living in 
the Sacramento valley who crossed" the 
emigrant trail at the base of the cone 
in 1853, say that the 
lonely bush M 
growing near the summit were appar- 
ently as large as now. Whatever m..y 
be the historical testimony as to the 
time of the eruption, the geologic e\i- 
dence clearly shows it before the be- 
ginning of tihis century.—From the Newr 
York Journal.

plication has been made by Professor 
Bouchard with the famous Roetgen 
rays. He has shown us a series of ra- 
(liograiphic proofs thart in their way 
surpass anything that has yet been 
clone with the rays, at least in BO far as 
the practice of medicine la concerned. 
The proofs of the first series give per- 
lectly delineated images of a pleuritic 
effusion of the different gtages of it» 
(absorption. In one of them, In which 
the pleurisy Is complicated with an In- 
ter-current complication, the Iridura- 
llon at the summit of the lung Is dis- 
tinctly and clearly marked. 
The proofs of the second series have 
reference to tuberculosis, giving the 
photographs of the thoracic cages of a 
number of patients affected with pul- 
jnonary tuberculosis. Tflie presence of 
1.wo caverns diagnosed by auscultation 
and percussion is confirmed in a. most 
remarkable manner, as are also other 
lesions. 
Enough has been said In this brief 
note of Professor Bouchard's valua/b-le 
and new contribution 
to science to 
»how from a clinical standpoimt what 
immense services the X-raya are des- 
tined .to render in confirming the diag- 
nosis made by auscultation and percus- 
sion, not only in the cases of pleurisy 
but also in pulmonary tuberculosis and 
pneumonia, mere especially in the 
fitages of hepatization. 
We may look for still further Inter- 
esting results shortly in this field, as 
Prof. Bouchard assures us that he In- 
tends to prosecute his studies with the 
radiograph in other diseases as well.—

The 
latter fell on the porch with the paper 
still in 'his hand. Dodge walked into 
the hotel, and fell dead. 


Kleupfer fired two more shots then

Late 
on Wednesday, however, a settlement 
between all the companies Interested 
was effected by which competition -will 
in future be controlled; and on Thurs- 
day the announcement of the payment 
of interest on the Hocking "Valley bonds 
quieted the apprehension which the

disturb the market.

There Is some reason for 


anticipating that- these orders^ follow- 
ing those of last week, will prove to be 
the beginning of a recovery of con- 
fidence in American Investments. This 
Is likely to be the case not only be- 
cause affairs here are now drifting In- 
to a condition calculated to beget a re- 
covery of confidence in our ability to 
maintain a sound money system, but 
perhaps equally because it is. becoming 
difficult to procure remunerative in- 
vestments In Europe. 
England has 
had enough of Kaffirs. 
The present 
market value of the stocks in the Wit- 
watersrand mines . amounts to $-150,- 
000,000; and Eri.g-lish Investors and spec- 
ulators seem to prefer taking a rest, in 
order to judge of results, before in- 
creasing their holdings of this class 
of properties; besides the year there 
opens with lighter subscriptions to new 
companies than might be expected 
from the generally prosperous condi- 
tion of the country. Paris is undergo- 
ing a satiety of Russian, Spanish and 
Turkish investments, and would have 
no objection to Improving its aasort-i 
ment by an infusion of obligations less 
dependent on the whlrris 01 R-overn- 
me-nts and the dangers of international 
politics. Germans are becoming weary 
of paying 98 for "Imperials" which 
yield'only 3 per cent, their idea being 
that 4 per cent.should be obtainable on 
safe investments.. It is not at all un- 
likely that we may soon hear of some 
of these malcontents nibbling at our 
railroad bonds and 
dividend-paying 
stocks. The one thing needful to bring 
out an Important investment • demand 
from Germans is the ena.ctment of a 
law that would weed out the weak ele- 
ments in our currency system and put 
our paper money upon a broad basis of 
gold redemption. 
They.a^id European 


investors gene-rally acknowledge an 
Important improvement in the quality 
and trustworthiness of our corporate 
management, but they wait for more 
conclusive evidence that the payment 
of our obligations in gold or Its rep- 
resentatives will be Insured. It Is much 
to be hoped that Congress .-will soon 
•set this matter beyond all doubt. 


The increasing abundance . of idle 


funds at this centre was illustrated by 
last week's 
bank statement, 
which 


sliowefl a.surplus of .57 millions over the. 
legal reserve. It might indicate a more 
active commercial 
condition 
If this 
money found employment .in. the.'.cnan-' 
nels of trade.; but of one thing there can 
be no doubt thait the effect of this ac- 
cumulation of idle capital must have 
the effect of increasing 'the demand for 
securities and thereby enhancing prices. 
Mpreover, It Is not entirely just to rea- 
son that this .plethora of money Is. due 
alone to' commercial inactivity. 
Tne 
large decline in the prices of merchan- 
dise has very materi-ally. reduced the 
amount of money needed for transact- 
ing current business, and consequently 
money acoumulaites in the bank reser- 
voirs. But liowever this may be, It 
seems quite possible that this local 
abundance of money may be increased 
by a renewal of importations oi gold. 
The export bills held here for transient 
investment are now beginning to ma- 
ture freely -and are going forv/ard for 
collection. It 13 estimated that about 
ten million dollars 'of this maturing ex- 
change has been shipped this wsek, and 
a steady stream of it is expected from 
this time forward.

Exploring the liunga and Pleura 


An extremely lntere*tlnK ottnieSLl ap- 


plication has been made by Profeasor 
Bouchard with *he famoua Roetgen 
rays He has shown ua a series Ot ra- 
dlographic proofs that in their way 
surpass anything that has yet been 
done with the rays, at least in so far as 
the practice of medicine la concerned. 
The proofs of the first series give per- 
fectly delineated Images of a pleuritic 
•ffusion of the different etagea of It* 
absorption. In one of them, in whtoh 
the pleurisy is complicated -with an In- 
ter-current complication, the Indura- 
tion at the summit of the lung la dis- 
tinctly and clearly marked. 
The proofs of the secon-d series have 
reference to tuberculosis, giving the 
photographs of the thoracic cages of a 
number of patients affected -with pul- 
monary tuberculosis. The presence of 
two caverns diagnosed by auscultation 
and percussion is confirmed in a moat 
remarkable manner, as are also other 
lesions 
Enough has been said In thla brief 
note of Professor Bouchard's valuBlbie 
and new contribution to science to 
show from a clinical standpoint what 
Immense services the X-rays are des- 
tined to render in confirming the diag- 
nosis made by auscultation and percus- 
sion, not only in the cases of pleurisy 
but also in pulmonary tuberculosis and 
pneumonia, more especially In the 
stages of hepatizatkm. 


We may look for still further Inter- 
esting results shortly in ttiis fleld, aa 
Prof Bouchard assures ua that he in- 
tends to prosecute his studies with th« 
radiograph in other diseases as well —
